• The English Learner Dashboard will be updated to include four additional 

metrics regarding Michigan’s English Learner students. The dashboard will 

now provide an at-a-glance view of student proficiency and growth on the 

WIDA ACCESS for ELLs assessment, a count of English Learner and former 

English Learner students, length of time receiving English Learner services, 

and a count of English Learner students exited from English Learner services. 

 

• The following Parent Dashboard metrics will be updated: 

o The Postsecondary Completion Rate, Postsecondary Enrollment 

and Postsecondary Persistence Rate metrics will be updated with 

2019-20 data. 

o The Ratio of Students to Instructional Staff metric will be updated 

with 2020-21 data. 

 

This report 

shows the number of degree-seeking students achieving successful outcomes 

at Michigan’s public universities and community colleges.
